Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—[Spe- 
cial.J—A proposal that the five great 
yowers pledge themselves not to em- 

ploy submarines against commerce in 
the event of war between any two of 
‘hem was made by Great Britain and 
seconded by the United States shortly 
before adjournment of the conference 
committee on armament this evening. 

France, Italy, and Japan will record 
thelr attitude toward this proposal to- 
morrow. Mr. Hughes strongly favors 
ylacing the bar against commerce de- 
suction by subrnarines and believes 
the five principal powers should set 
the example to the world. 

This move was made by Mr. Balfour 
at the close of a day devoted to con- 
sideration of the Root resolution pro- 
posing that international law be 
amended to outlaw and punish as pi- 
racy the use of the submarine against 
merchantmen which submit to visit 
and search. 

Agree on “ Warning” Clause. 

The first section of the Root resolu- 
tion, declaring submarines subject to 
existing international law on visit 
and search of merchantmen and re- 
moval of noncombatants to a place of 
safety before the destruction of mer- 
chantmen, was unanimously approved 
in principle by the five delegations.

EARTH “CREEPS” 
BEFORE QUAKING, 
SCIENTIST SAYS 


Oakland, Cal., Dec. 29.—The Univer- 
sity of California announced today that 
earthquakes may be predicted with the 
same precision as weather forecasts, as 
a result of the discovery by A. C. Law- 
son, professor of geology, that earth 
movements are the antecedent ag well 
as the consequence of earthquakes. 

According to the announcement, ob- 


enable sctentists to dctermine with ac- 
curacy the forthcoming earthquakes 
and warnings may be sent to the resi- 
dents of districts to be affected, | 
Further investigations are to be car- 
ried on by W. W. Campbell, director of 
Lick Observatory; R. H. Tucker, as- 
tronomer, and Dr. Lawson. The re- 
gents of the university have granted 
$4,000 for the purpose of a Ross photo- 
graphic latitude telescope to be used in 
the work. 

According to the announcement, it is 
well known that’ on the occasion of the 
April, 1906, earthquake “> California, 
there was a relative displacement of 
the earth’s surface stratum on the two 
sides of the San Andreas fault line 
amounting in the. Bolinas, Cal., region 
to as much as twenty-four feet. : 
Through compatisons of the results 
for the positions’jof these observing 
‘stations, made at different epocis, nu 
joubt was left that previous earth 
movements on a general scaie were In- 
timateiy connected with, the . earth- 
quake phendémena of 1858 and 1906.

STAND TRIAL 
PLOT COUNTS 


State Nolles Charge 
of Embezzlement. 


BY PARKE BROWN. 
Gov. Len Small must stand trial on 
charges of conspiracy to defraud the 
state of Illinois of $2,000,000 in in- 
terest on public funds. : 
That is the net result of the decision 


Lake county Circuit court yesterday. 
The date of the trial has not been 

set. It will not be determined until 

the case is called in court again, on 


At that time the defense will have 
in its possession a bill of particulars, 
which the state agreed to provide, and 
motions for separate trials for Gov. 
Len Small and his codefendant, Vernon 
‘S. Curtis, Grant Park banker, prob- 
ably will cause further delay. 

But this delay, it is believed, will 
be only a brief one, and the big out- 
standing thing at the end of the day’s 
proceedings was the fact that the gov- 
ernor of the state must stand trial. 


‘Small Claims a Victory.

On the ppposing side State's Attor-

The attempted jubilation on the part 
of the defense was based on the argu- 
ment that two of the three indict- 
ments against Gov. Small had been 
consigned to the waste basket and four 
of the thirteen counts of the remain- 
ing indictment had been found defec- 
tive. 

On,the other hand, counsel for the 
state de plain by their court ut- 
Yerances their certainty that their case 
had not been injured materially. By 
far the greater part of the strongest 
indictment remained as the basis for 
prosecution. 

High Lights of the Day. 

Told as briefly as possible, the his- 
tory of the day is as follows: 

Judge Edwards quashed the joint 
embezzlement indictment against Gov. 
Small, Curtis,and Fred E. Sterling be- 
cause the foreman of the ‘Sangamon 
county grand jury had indorsed his sig- 
nature in the wrong place. — 

Judge Edwards also quashed four 
-counts of the conspiracy indictment 
against’ Gov. Small, Curtis, and Ster- 
ling. 

He sustained in its entirety the in 

dictment charging Gov. Small alone 
with embezziement of $500,000, and, be- 
cause it preceded in numerical order 
the conspiracy indictment, he ordered 
the embezzlement case to trial on 
Jan. 9. 
State’s Attorney Mortimer protested 
his right to elect which one of the 
cases should be tried first. He con- 
tended the indictments had been re- 
turned simultaneously, that the num- 
bers given them had been placed there 
purely as a clerical matter by the clerk 
of the Sangamon County court, and 
that well known rules of procedure 
gave him the right to elect which one 
should be called first. — 

Judge Overrules State Plea. 

Judge Edwards overruled the con- 
tention. During the argument the 
state disclosed that the individual em- 
bezzlement indictment against Gov. 
Small was based on his term of office 
as state treasurer—1917 and 1918—and 
that the records for this period had 
been removed from the treasurer's of- 
fice. The conspiracy indictment, it was 
shown, was based on Sterling’s term as 
treasurer—1919 and 1920—and that al- 
though Sterling had attempted to re- 
move his records, he had not succeeded 
in doing 80. 
In other words, the state refused to 
be forced by the mere technicality of 
the numbering of the indictments into 
trying its weakest case first. State's 
Attorney Mortimer announced the state 
would rest its entire case upon the 
conspiracy indictment, that whether 
the result was conviction or acquittal: 
the embezzlement case would not be 
prosecuted.

Immorality” Bared 


Indictments of three owners of mas- 
sage parlors, based on evidence of what 
State’s Attorney Crowe terms “ gross 
and increasing secret immorality,” 
were voted yesterday by the grand 
jury.as a beginning of a determined 
campaign to rid Chicago of dozens of 
such’ places. 

Doddering old beaux, some business 
men, some ‘nonchalant youths, former 
feminine habitués of the old disorderly 
districts, women out of presumably 
respectable homes—even schoo! girls— 
all are said to have been drawn into 
the net of investigation which promises 
to yield continuing results. 

The thriftiest and most pretentious 
of the massage parlors are said by in- 
vestigators of the state’s attorney’s 
office to be in the loop district. The 
convenience with which men may 
reach these pseudo “ health establish- 
ments” has made the downtown dis- 
trict a ri¢h harvesting field. 


Reach Into Residence Areas. 

But in. the evening hours, the investi- 
gators have found, the antenne of 
these massage dives reach into apart- 
ments in many prosperous and seem- 
ingly respectable parts of the city. The 
chain of girl pursuit has been found 
never ending. 

“ There.are hundreds of these places 
|in the city,” said State's 
‘Crowe, “ Some of them, of course, are 
| respectable and legitimate, principally 
those catering-exclusively to womel. 
But I can see nothing respectable 
about a place where girls bathe an 
massage naked men. 

“In many of these pla¢es that ts all 
there is to it, but the investigators 
found the girl attendants issuing invi- 
tations to cal] upon them at their flats 
after business hours. The business 
cards and advertisements of these 
places are seductive in themselves. 
The ‘tired business man’ is lured to 
seck ‘rest and relaxation at the hands 
of beautiful masseuses.’”’ 


Hit by Indictments. 

Hulcah Johnsoh, massage manager, 
was one of those indicted yesterday.

URING the ten year period before 
antitoxin came into use in Chi- 
cago, one person out of each 650 
inhaBitants died with diphtheria. 
‘In the ten year period ending with 1920, 
the rate was one death for e&ch 2,033 in- 
habitants. In other words, as a fatal dis- 
ease of the community, diphtheria was 
less than one-third as bad as it was be- 
fore antitoxins came into use. 
Nevertheless, Health Commissioner 
Robertson is not, satisfied, and he has 
called on a commission for help. -In the 
last ten year period referred to there 
were 73,582 cases of diphtheria reported 
and of these 8,162 died.

Yesterday Johnson explained just 
how the “ jackrabbits,” as the balls 
were known, happened to be.

Around this cork sphere is a layer of 
rubber. 

In many cases it was found that the 
rubber was not uniform in thickness. 
The result was that when a batter con- 
nected on a spot where the rubber was 
unusually thick the ball covered the 
ground with the speed_of a scared cat.

Cormick will retain the town residence 
at 1000 Lake Shore Grive, while Mr. 
McCormick will keep the country 
home at Lake Forest. All exchange 
of property, it is understood, will be 
made on a purely business basis, one 
party buying out the other’s interest 
‘jn any property jointly owned or con- 
cerning the ownership of which there 
may be doubt or dispute. 


Wil Not Share McCormick’s Wealth. 


Mrs. McCormick, it is said, will re- 
ceive no part of her former husband's 
holdings in the International Harvester 
company or the many other industrial 
and financial institutions in which he 
has interests. Neither will Mr. Me- 
Gormick, it is stated, receive any part 
of Mrs. McCormick’s personal wealth. 
She is said to receive an annual per- 
sonal allowance of $800,000 from her 
father, John D. Rockefeller. It will be’ 
reealied that her half of the expense 
in support of Chicago opera has aver- 
aged $250,000 a year for several years. 

Mr. McCormick’s holding in the In- 
ternational Harvester company alone 
are estimated at between $20,000,000 
and $24,000,000. The International 
Harvester company has at present. 
$60,000,000 in preferred stock outstand- 
ing, which pays 7 per cent dividends 
and is quoted at 105. This makes the 
preferred stock worth $63,000,000 at 
present prices. 

In addition to this there is $95,000,000 
in common stock outstanding, now 
quoted at 83. The total outstanding 
stock, both preferred and common, 
therefore, is worth at present prices 
$142,265,000. | 

Face Value of $23,710,833. 

Of this stock it is estimated that 
the Deering estate owns between 25 
and 33 per cent, whilé a similar amount 
is held by Harold FF’. McCormick and 
his brother, Cyrus H. McCormick. 
On this basis Harold McCormick's in- 
terest in the company would have a 
fas value of $23,710,883. His inter- 
ests in other industries are so exten- 
sive and varied that the estimate of 
360,000,000 as his total wealth is purely 
guess work. 

Miss Mathiide McCormick, the young- 
er daughter, it is understood, will re- 
Main in school in Paris until she be- 
comes of age, when she will be left to 
make her own choice as to the parent 
with whom she will live.
